To find the time of High-water art any of theſe Ports, 
ſeek the hour and minute of the Moons coming to the 
South, to which add the hours and minutes againſt your 
Port, which giveth you the time of High-water. For ex. 
ample, If you would know the time of high-water at 
london the 15 of March this preſent year,you will find by 
the Tadle aforeſaid that the Moon comes to vhe South at 
35 min paſt 4 in the moraing:againſt Zoxdoz 1 fiad 3 hours 
00 mins which added to the Southing makes 35 min. paſt 
7 in the morning to be the time of high. water at Zondor. 
Againſt Briſtol I find 6 ho. 45 min. which added to the 
time of the Moons Southing gives 11 ho. zo min. for the 
time of high-water, and ſo you may proceed with eafe 
with all the reſt. This is the rule for the morning-tide : 
if you would know the preciſe time of the Eyening- 
tide, you muſt conſider by the Table how much later the 
Moon comes to the South the next day, and add half of 
that to your former time, which gives the time of the 
Evening-tide. Note, that the Tide floweth one paint of 
the Compaſs at the Spring, viz. the new or full Moon, 
then at the Neap-tides when the 1s 1n or near her Quar.

The Natural Powers comprek2nd theſe four Adminte

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Digeſtive, and Expulſive. The AttraGtive Faculty is hot 
and dry, under the influence of the Sun and Mars, for- 
tif-d when the Moon paſleth through Aries, Leo, Sagitary. 
The Retentive Faculty 15 cold and dry, under Saturn, 
ſtrenzthned, the ,700n 1n Taurus, Yirgs, ((apricorn. The 
Digeſtive Faculty 1s under Fupiter, hot and moiſt, 
ſtrengthned the 90n 1n Gemini, Libra, Aquary. The 
Expulſive 1s cold and moiſt under the von, afliſted by 
the Moon 1 Cancer, Scorpio, Piſces. In ſtrengthening 
theſe Faculties, let the Moon be in one of theſe Signs, or 
Ict one of them aſcend. 

The Vital power 1s ſeated in the Heart, apd 1s gover- 
ned by the Sun; itis ſtrengthened by his Medicines belt, 
and is beſt done when the Sun is in Aſpect of the Fortunes, 
viz. Fupiter and Yenus, 

The Animal Faculty hath 1ts reſidence 1n the Brain, 
and is divided into Intell:&tive and Senfitiye. . The firſt 
is under the influence of Mercury, the other of the 
Moon, and are both aflilted by the beneyolent rays of 
Fupiter and Venus.
